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The Herd Sire As the Cause of Abortion and 


Sterility

ease of the bull is usual- 
that either the abortion 
or sterility rate or both is 
increased amongst the cows 
with which he is mated. It 
would seem almost un- 
necessary to point out that 
a bull should be healthy for 
normal reproduction; be- 
cause most breeders of ex- 
perience have sufféred their 
losses from this source, 
eventually solved in part 
by slaughter of the offend- 
ing animal. Yet it seems 
that the matter of the 
health of the bull has in 
general received but slight 
attention. Contributions to 
the subject of genital dis- 
eases have been almost 
wholly confined to scientific 
publications, and these 
quite naturally have failed 
to reach the breeder. 
For normal reproduction, 


T HE effect of genital dis- 


it is necessary that a 
healthy spermatozoon 
(male germ cell) shall 


unite with a healthy ovum, 
or egg, and that the pro- 
duct of this union, the fer- 
tilized ovum or fetus, shall 
remain free from disease 
throughout its intra-uterine 
life. Any factor which in- 
terferes with the elimina- 
tion of spermatozoa or les- 
sens their vitality, natural- 
ly affects the fertility of the 
bull or the viability of its 
offspring. Severe inflam- 
mation of the bull’s genital 
organs are quite common, 
resulting in disease produc- 
ing bacteria being elimin- 
ated along with the semen 
and deposited directly into 
the vagina of any cow serv- 
ed. If the infection is very 
virulent, it may prevent 
conception, while on the 
other hand, if the cow con- 
ceives, the danger of sub- 
sequent abortion is much 
increased. Clinical rec- 
ords indicate that serious 
damage is often inflicted 
upon a herd by a diseased 
bull through the transmis- 
sion of disease-producing 
bacteria directly to the 
cow at the time of service, 
and through the elimination 
of diseased spermatozoa 
which are either unable to 
cause impregnation or are 
of such low vitality that a 
fetus of low vitality results 
from their union with the 
ovum from the cow. In 
either case, the life of the 
ovum or fetus is jeopard- 
ized. The cow either aborts 
or is’ sterile, depending 


upon the time at which the 
death of the germinal ele- 
ments takes place.

The fetus during its intra- 
uterine life is enveloped by 
its placenta (afterbirth) 
which becomes attached to 
the uterine walls at certain 
areas known as cotyledons 
or buttons. Aborticen oc- 
curs if disease of these 
areas becomes sufficiently 
extensive. Identical dis- 
ease is observed in cases 
of retained placentas. When 
disease of the placenta is 
very extensive, it often 
happens that disease of the 
uterine wall opposite to the 
placental disease is so ex- 
tensive as to render the 
cow sterile. Many factors 
are involved in the produc- 
tion of these and other 
changes which are respon- 
sible for abortion and ster- 
ility. We wish to consider 
here the particular relation 
which the bull bears to 
them. It should be borne 
in mind that bacteria do 
not directly induce abor- 
tion, but accomplish their 
effect only through their 
ability to produce definite 
disease changes in the pla- 
centa; also, that the ability 
of bacteria to cause these 
changes is governed by the 
virulence of the bacteria 
and the resistance of the 
host which they infect. 
These factors and many 
others must be taken into 
consideration if we are to 
see the abortion and steril- 
ity problem in its correct 
perspective. 

It has been a matter of 
routine for the past few 
years to investigate the 
condition of the bulls in the 
various herds coming un- 
der my observation. Infor- 
mation relative to the fit- 
ness of these animals for 
service was obtained from 
three sources: (1) History, 
including service records, 
care, etc.; (2) A physical 
examination of the genital 
organs; (3) Semen exami- 
nation, particularly of the 
spermatozoa. The fullest 
use practicable has been 
made of these various chan- 
nels of information and 
what is said here is based 
upon these records and is 
for the most part a reiter- 
ation of material already 
presented to scientific pub- 
lications in a more com- 


plete form. 
During the years 1920 to 
1924 inclusive, 247 bulls 


were examined. Out of this 
number, the usefulness of 
41 was jeopardized by vari- 
ous disease conditions 
which were recognized 
upon physical examination. 

Eleven of these also 
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had diseased spermatozoa, rendering 
them doubly unfit for service. 

Semen samples from 208 out of the 
247 bulls were examined, of which 
about 14 per cent showed alterations 
in the spermatozoa of sufficient ex- 
tent to permanently interfere with 
fertility. Many others showed dis- 
ease of a milder or more temporary 
nature. In all, 58, or 23.5 per cent of 
the bulls examined were for various 
reasons plainly unfit for service. 
These diseased bulls accounted for 
many severe abortion and sterility 
storms which the writer has encoun- 
tered, indicating that it is almost im- 
possible for the true cause of an out- 
break of abortion or sterility to be 
determined without first ascertaining 
the health of the bulls which are in- 
volved. Any other course is bound 
to lead to erroneous conclusions. 

The accompanying photomicro- 
graphs are illustrative of some of the 
-conditions which are frequently en- 
countered in service bulls. After the 
spermatozoa are examined to deter- 
mine the degre of activity, a smear 
of them is made upon a microscope 
slide. This smear is stained so that 
the sperms can be more readily ob- 
served and is then examined under 
the microscope with a magnification 
of 800 to 1000 diameters. This brings 
out clearly the formation of the 
spermatozoa. The character and 
abundance of the abnormalties ob- 
served indicates fairly accurately the 
fitness of the particular bull for serv- 
ice. Thus for example, if 800 out of 
every thousand sperms are abnormal, 
we know very definitely that a great 
deal of breeding trouble will follow 
the use of such a bull. A healthy bull 
often eliminates a few diseased 
sperms, but these do not ordinarily 
occur in greater numbers than about 
50 to 75 out of a thousand. The gen- 
eral rule is that when a bull elimi- 
nates more than about 15 per cent ab- 
normal spermatozoa, his fitness for 
service is decidedly lessened and he 
may become a very dangrous factor 
in the herd. In many such cases, 
however, the sterile or aborting fe- 
males get the blame rather than the 
bull. 

Disease of spermatozoa is usually 
very apparent. Plate A shows nor- 
mal spermatozoa from a bull of high 
fertility. In these, there is a notice 
able uniformity of the heads both as 
to size and contour. In Pilate B are 
photomicrographs of spermatozoa 
from three diseased bulls. Fig. 1 was 
taken from a young bull which was 
used at pasture with a group of 15 
heifers, of which he | impregnated 
seven. After returning from pasture, 
he became totally sterile and was 
killed on that account. Fig. B, 2 
shows spermatozoa from a _ totally 
sterile bull. In this case, the sperma- 
tozoa have failed to develop and 
mostly appear radically different from 
the normal cells as shown in Plate A. 
A few of the cells appeared of normal 
contour, but they were all dead when 
obtained. 

Fig. B, 3 shows diseased sperma- 
tozoa from a bull which had an abor- 
tion rate of over 25 per cent amongst 
cows which he served. Those calves 
which were born alive, were mostly 
delivered a few days early, were weak 
when dropped and largely suffered 
from scours. The sperms of this bull 
were highly active and judged from 
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this standpoint alone, would have 
been considered healthy. However, 
when examined under high magnifica- 
tion it was found that the heads of 
most of them were too norrow, as 
may be observed in the illustration. 
The cows served were healthy in so 
far as a clinical examination could 
determine and when afterwards mat- 
ed to a healthy sire, gave no further 
trouble in breeding. 

Judging from these and many other 
cases whose spermatozoa and physi- 
cal condition have been studied in re- 
lation to their reproductive fitness, it 
seems very evident that disease of 
the spermatozoa and genital organs 
of the male is responsible for much 
abortion and sterility and that the 
production of a healthy calf results 
only through the union of a healthy 
spermatozoon with a healthy ovum or 
ege. 

It is thus readily apparent that 
erroneous conclusions as to the cause 
for abortion and female sterility may 
readily be made in the absence of 
a clinical examination of the bull. 
Then various irrelevant lines of treat- 
ment often get credit for the im- 
provement in a herd. For example, 
in one herd in which the matter of 
sterility was being investigated, I was 
informed that there had been a great 
deal of trouble with abortions; but 
that since they had been giving one 
of the much advertised abortion rem- 
edies, the number of abortions had 
gradually declined until this phase of 
their breeding problem was no longer 
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of consequence. On checking up the 
matter, it was found that the sterility 
and abortion in the herd traced to a 
certain imported bull, which was one 
of six service bulls used in the herd. 
During the first year of his use, 25 
per cent of the cows impregnated, 
aborted, the 2nd year, 22 per cent; 
the 3rd year, 27 per cent, and the 4th 
year, 55 per cent. The latter half 
of the 4th year, the bull became total- 
ly sterile and when the pregnancies 
of the cows bred by him had termi- 
nated, the abortion problem in the 
herd had been solved. The sperma- 
tozoa from this bull were very simi- 
lar to those illustrated in Fig. B. 3. 
During the last year of his use, he 
was bred to 38 cows, of which 9 con- 
ceived and 5 aborted. Of the four 
which carried their calves to full 
term, three were afterwards sterile 
and of the cows served by this bull 
during the period of four years, over 
40 per cent were afterwards sterile. 

Inefficiency in bulls, in the absence 
of organic disease, may often be fol- 
lowed by satisfactory recovery if the 
bulls are handled properly; but when 
due to infection or demonstrable dis- 
ease changes of the bull’s genital or- 
gans or of the spermatozoa which he 
eliminates, a permanent and satis- 
factory recovery is rare. Since the 
usage of strong service bulls is the 
backbone of any sound breeding op- 
erations, it follows, that bulls with 
disease of an incurable nature should 
be detected and not allowed service 
in the herd.

Soybeans With Corn for Silage 


URING the 1923-24 feeding 
D season, a trial was conducted to 

determine the value of corn-soy- 
bean silage in comparison with corn 
silage. The Peking variety of beans 
was used and proved very satisfac- 
tory. Little loss from shattering oc- 
curred and the plants were well sup- 
ported by the corn. A field count in- 
dicated a stand of about three corn 
plants and one and six-tenths bean 
plants per hill, which would produce

from the use of the soybeans in the 
Silage as shown in table VII. 

Although this trial indicates that 
there is no pronounced advantage in 
using soybeans with corn for silage, 
the rather common belief among 
prominent farmers that soybeans are a 
valuable silage crop seems to justify 
further work along this line. Con- 
sequently, additional work, similar in 
nature to the above trial, is being 
planned for next year.

a silage containing approximately 8 
per cent of soybeans. 

Experiments have indicated that 
only about 5 per cent tonnage in- 
crease can be expected when soy- 
beans are grown with the corn, so the 
value of this practice would seem to 
depend almost entirely on the pos- 
sible increased value of cornbean 
silage over our common corn silage. 

The result of this trial, the first to 
be conducted here, seem to indicate 
that the feeding values of these two 
kinds of silage are almost the_same, 
Only a slight advantage (too small to 
be considered = significant) resulted 


Summer Silage to Supplement 
Pastures 


During the summer of 1923, a trial 
was conducted to determine the value 
of silage, as a supplement to dried 
summer pastures. 

The cows were brought to the barn 
during the heat of the day and fed 
silage at the noon hour. Although 
the feeding periods were of too brief 
duration to give as convincing evi- 
dence as desired, a few significant 
conclusions seem justified. 

1. Dairy cows can be kept at a

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Significant Action 


results of the action taken by the Ayrshire Breed- 

ers’ Association at its annual meeting June.10. 
This association acted favorably on a proposition to dis- 
continue further making of 365-day records and the 305- 
day test with a 400-day calving requirement will be the 
only test recognized by this association. This action was 
directly contrary to that of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, which voted down decisively a proposal to discon- 
tinue the making of 365-day records, and of the Guernsey 
Club, which voted to defer action for one year until further 
investigation could be had, and the Jersey Club, whose 
Board of Officers after voting earlier to do away with 
the 365-day record rescinded that action indefinitely at®*the 
time of their annual meeting last month. 


Probably the most significant action taken by the Ayr- 
shire Association and the one which will be watched most 
closely by the other breeds is their herd test. The opera- 
tion of this Herd Test Plan as adopted may be summarized 
as follows. The test is available to Ayrshire herds, both 
grade and purebred. When a herd is entered in the test, 
every cow which has ever freshened shall be included 
without reference to period of lactation, the test covering 
a calendar year. Cows shall not be milked more than 
twice-a-day except when producing above cergain specified 
amounts. The test is based upon a one-day inspection of 
milk and fat production each month with such additional 
surprise tests as may be deemed necessary for authentica- 
tion. As many as twenty cows may be included in one 
day’s test when none are milked more than twice per day. 
Supervision and authentication of these tests is under the 
direction of the Agricultural Colleges, although cow test- 
ing association supervisors may conduct the tests, pro- 
vided the requirements of the Ayrshire Breeders Associa- 
tion and the supervising college are met. The regular 
advanced registry records on individual cows in any herd 
in this plan may be conducted, providing the rules for 
such records are complied with. It is estimated that the 
cost of this record for a herd of twenty cows will not ex- 
ceed $50 for supervision. 


The purposes of this Herd Test Plan are fundamentally 
sound and we believe it holds great possibilities for herd 
and breed improvement. 


With plans of similar nature, already outlined for use 
by Wisconsin and Rhode Island breeders, and now with the 
Ayrshire people adopting this plan as their leading activity 
along testing lines, we shall quickly accumulate data and 
experience that should be invaluable for study by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. There is no ques- 
tion about the soundness of the purpose back of this herd 
test proposition. It is only a question of finding a way to

The New Zealand Friesian Year Book 


E ACKNOWLEDGE with thanks receipt of Volume 
W II of the Year Book of the New Zealand Friesian 

Association. This corresponds to our Blue Book 
and lists all of the Friesian cows in that cows which have 
completed semi-official yearly records. It also gives data 
similar to our year book with all of the record cows of 
this breed listed under their sires and again under their 
dams. It also contains data concerning the leading pro- 
ducers of the breed in New Zealand. We note in the back 
also a list of cows completing records but failing to qualify 
under the calving requirements. It is of interest to note 
that their rules require that every cow must drop a mature 
calf within 455 days after calving for commencement of 
test. These also require that no four-year-old. or mature 
cow shall be eligible for entry unless she shall have 
dropped a living or mature calf within 455 days prior to 
the calving for commencement of test. Daily milkings for 
all records are limited to not more than three. Under 
these conditions, a very creditable lot of class leaders 
for the various ages are listed, headed by the mature cow, 
Aleartra Clothilde Pietje, with a production of 31,312.5 
Ibs. milk, 1,145.24 lbs. fat. This book will be a valued 
addition to our reference files. The office of the New Zea- 
land Friesian Association is at Wellington, N. Z. 


4‘N ARTICLE of special interest in this issue is the 
A one by Dr. W. W. Williams on “The Herd Sire as 

‘the Cause of Abortion and Sterility.” Dr. Williams 
is one of our best known authorities on the subject of 
breeding diseases of animals. From the very nature of 
his work for breeders, his theories must work out in actual 
practice. His discussion of breeding problems, therefore, 
should carry weight with practical breeders. 

In his article in this issue, Dr. Williams frankly dis- 
agrees with the school of thought which would minimize 
the responsibility of the herd sire in spreading infection 
with abortion disease. We will submit that the Doctor 
makes a convincing case for his side of the argument. 


Acknowledgment 


A very attractive and well arranged little booklet en- 
titled “The Open Gate to Fredmar Farms,” has just come 
to the editor’s desk. On the cover is a representation of 
the handsome stone entrance to Mr. F. W. A. Vesper’s fine 
Holstein plant at Oakville, Mo., and inside is a straight- 
forward statement of the principles on which he is build- 
ing the Fredmar herd. This principle, as has been stated 
in his advertising, is that the profitable cow must produce 
at least ten tons of milk of reasonably good test in a year 
at maturity. The eleven foundation cows of the herd have 
all performed this feat, their records ranging from 20,583.8 
Ibs. (10% tons) to 34,070.5 lbs. (17 tons). These eleven 
cows in seventeen lactation periods have produced 391,479 
lbs. milk, or 195.7 tons or an average of 23,028 Ibs. per 
lactation (11% tons). Every mature cow in the herd has 


























produced over ten tons of milk in a year. Every female 
in the herd except two is either a daughter of one of these

MISSOURI ASS’N. FIELD DAY AT FREDMAR FARMS 


The first Holstein Field Day ever held in Missouri was 
given under the auspices of the Mfssouri Holstein-Friesian 
Association on June 17th at Fredmar Farms, near St. 
Louis, owned by F. W. A. Vesper, who is Vice-President 
of the Association, who was host to the visitors from 
throughout the State, including also quite a number of 
breeders from nearby Illinois farms. 

The morning was spent in an informal inspection of 
the buildings and herd on the farm during which time 
a real get acquainted atmosphere was developed, a special 
effort was made to see that each visitor met the others 
and to particularly come in contact with the men on 
the program. 

A picnic dinner was served at noon and a regular pro- 
gram was presented in the afternoon which was presided 
over by Glenn G. Davis, President of the Missouri Asso- 
ciation. He first introduced Mr. Vesper, the host, who 
welcomed the visitors to Fredmar. A reply on behalf 
of the Association was made by A. B. Cole of California, 
Missouri, Secretary of the Association. 

John F. Case, President of the Missouri State Board of 
Agriculture made a splendid tatk on the subject of “Build- 
ers”, placing particular emphasis on the work necessary 
in the building of agricultural activities especially as to 
its relation with dairying. 

President Davis then made a report on the National 
Convention giving an interesting account of what had 
been done at Grand Rapids. 

Harry G. Gleim, Secretary of the Iowa State Holstein- 
Friesian Association, made some excellent points in hand- 
ling his subject, “Helpful Suggestions From the Iowa Asso- 
ciation”, and his account of some of the experiences of 
his association and their conclusions will be very useful. 

A. C. Ragsdale, Professor of Dairy Husbandry Uni- 
versity of Missouri, gave a most interesting talk on pro- 
duction in relation to costs, showing particularly how the 
profit line may be established based on the amount of 
production. He used figures gathered during the past 
year by his department at the University and showed in 
his talk conclusively that the milk check idea as advocated 
by Fredmar Farms, has a real foundation of facts. 


H. G. Bennett, Dairy Commissioner of Missouri, fol- 
lowed with a splendid talk on “County Fairs and Demon- 
strations” and made a point that the cooperation of the 
City business interests and the dairymen on the farm was 
gaining headway in the State. 


W. Palmer Clarkson, President of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce—who with Paul V. Bunn, General Sec- 
retary, and Roy S. Rauschkolb, Head of the Production 
Department. of the Chamber of Commerce were special 
guests—made a response to Mr. Bennett’s talk and ex- 
plained the work that the St. Louis Chambér has been 
doing in its Production Department durfing ‘the last few 
years especially in its help with all organizations through- 
out the State, and was followed by a statement from Mr. 
Bunn that this organization wouid cooperate to the fullest 
extent in any movement having for its purpose the up- 
building of the agricultural interests in not only Missouri 
but the entire Mississippi Valley. 

Mr. Rauschkolb as Head of the Development Division, 
explained the work of his Division and that it was cooper- 
ating with Professor Harmon of the State University in 
calf clubs and other activities and laid special emphasis 
on the National Dairy meeting at Indianapolis this fall, 
urging attendance and interest.

26. Champion Dora Korndyke 


It was in March 1919 that Wiscon- 
sin got her first Holstein Dairy Queen. 
She was Champion Dora Korndyke, 
bred by Stevens Bros.-Hastings Co., 
Liverpool, N. Y., but developed by 
Pabst Holstein Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis. Her record was 1,315.94 Ibs. 
butter from 29,395.7 lbs. milk with 
an average test of 3.58 per cent for 
the year. This butter record still 
stands as the highest in the Badger 
State. She had several years pre- 
viously made a 1,000-lb. record, then 
at eight years old made the record 
given above. The following year she 
came back at nine years old with 
1,249.06 Ibs. butter from 28,602.9 Ibs. 
milk. At first it was thought that 
she had made a second record above 
1,000 lbs. fat, something that had not 
at that time been done by any cow 
of the breed. Although the final 
figures of her second, or rather her 
third record, were just a few ounces 
under 1,000 Ibs. fat, she was at that 
time, the only cow of the breed with 
two records above 1,200 lbs. butter 
and champion of the breed for total 
of two years’ production, consecutive 
or.otherwise, as well as having twice 
produced more butter and more milk 
than any other Wisconsin cow at that 
time. She also has a 34-lb. seven- 
day record and several other good 
short-time records. 

Champion Dora Korndyke has four 
A. R. daughters, including a 29.79-lb.

13,892.1 lbs. milk; a 21.93-lb. two-year; 
old with 635.86 lbs. in a year; and a 
20.63-lb. junior three-year-old, a pretty 
good line-up of daughters. 

She is the largest record daughter 
of the Century Sire, King Pontiac 
Champion, on year test, being the 
best of his eight 1,000-lb. daughters. 
Her sire is one of the very greatest 
sons of King of the Pontiacs, from a 
31-lb. daughter of De Kol 2d’s Mutual 
Paul. On the dam’s side, she is 
rather “plain bred” so far as A. R. 
records go, none of her near dams on 
the lower half of her pedigree ever 
having been tested. Her dam com- 
bines the blood of De Kol Pietertje 
Prince, Neta Paul’s Son and America 
2d’s Wayne Paul De Kol, all of which 
appear in the five generation pedigree 
of Champion Dora Korndyke. 





Selwyn Morgan Makes Good Record 


Selwyn Morgan of the Change- 
water, New Jersey, Calf Club can be 
listed among the successful Calf Club 
workers in that state. Selwyn has 
made a record of 691 Ibs. milk in a 
week on his heifer, Golden Girl Korn- 
dyke 616502, which makes ‘him one of 
the proudest boys in the Calf Club 
world. Goldie freshened with a promis- 
ing bull calf and two days later, Sel- 











wyn started to milk her four times a 
day. She responded readily and almost 
from the start produced a can of milk 
daily—85 lbs. Naturally, Selwyn won- 
dered if Goldie was good for 15 lbs. 
more and so he started to work for it 
in earnest. He fed and milked her 
regularly at six-hour periods. He 
brushed her with a stiff brush just 
previous to each milking and then he 
started to increase her feed. As a re- 
sult of this care and .patience on the 
part of her eighteen-year-old owner, 
she produced 100 lbs. milk a day and 
during the week produced 691 Ibs. 
(The average cow in New Jersey 
milks 30 lbs. a day when fresh.) 
Goldie enjoyed a good appetite and 
her ration consisted of the following:

This achievement in Calf Club work 
means much to Selwyn, especially 
when we learn the story of his ex- 
periences. In July 1921, he joined 
the Changewater Calf Club and drew 
Clothilde Princess Edgewood, a six- 
months-old heifer. He raised this 
heifer carefully, following the recom- 
mendations of the club agent. In 
April 1923, she freshened and pro- 
duced to January 5, 1924 about 8,500 
Ibs. milk. When Selwyn’s Dad had 
his herd tested for tuberculosis, Clo- 
thilde Princess Edgewood was found 
to be infected and so Selwyn lost her. 
However, he was not discouraged and 
the following March he visited Alla- 
muchy Farms at Allamuchy, N. J., 
and purchased Golden Girl Korndyke,

on three-time milking. He continued 
to milk her three times daily and in 
two and one-half months she produced 
5,160 Ibs. milk and returned $86.98 
above cost of feed.

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Segis Bell, was champion at the 
Auckland Show. Mr. Checkley ad- 
vises that De Kol Hengerveld Bell 
4th, although now sixteen years old, 
is still standing firm and square, 
doing well and giving calves regular- 
ly. She was champion at Palmerston 
North in three-year-old form. Mr. 
Checkley also owns a daughter of a 
grandson of May Echo Sylvia out of 
North Star Gift Johanna.

Milk Prices Higher Than Last Year 


The report from the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, on the fluid milk 
market covering the month of June, 
shows the average for the United 
States to be $2.52 per 100 as com- 
pared with $2.56 per 100 for May and 
$2.45 per 100 Ibs. for June 1924. The 
South Atlantic section shows the 
highest figures with an average fluid 
price of $3.27 per 100, this being the 
only section with a higher price for 
June than for May. The New England 
section comes next with an average 
of $2.96 per 100. 





Mixter Guernseys Average $1,392 


One of the greatest live stock sales 
ever held was the dispersal of the 
Mixter Farm herd of Guernseys at 
Hardwick, Mass., on June 9-10, when 
188 head sold at an average price of 
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$1,392. "he top price was $23,000 for 
the herd sire, Mixter May Royal, pur- 
chased by Emmadine Farm, Hopewell 
Junction, N. Y., which purchased al- 
together seventeen head for a total 
of nearly $90,000. The entire herd 
with the exception of five bulls was 
bred on the farm, which was one of 
the oldest Guernsey establishments. 
Every animal was shown in perfect fit 
and the sale offerings represented the 
tops of the herd, something over 100 
head having been weeded out in 
advance of the sale and sold privately.

Contest 


By W. W. SWEET, Bureau of Dairying, U. S. D. A. Wash., D. C. 


contest in judging dairy cattle 

was held at the National Dairy 
Show in 1907 exactly 718 young men 
and women from the agricultural col- 
leges of this country and Canada have 
enrolled as contestants. A survey of 
the present locations and accomplish- 
ments of these contestants from 1907 
to 1922, inclusive, is interesting and 
gratifying as a testimony to the worth 
of the contest as an educational 
training for better dairymen. 

During these years 559 contestants 
were entered, of whom ten are de- 
ceased and on 56 others no records 
could be secured. Of the remaining 
493 for whom information is avail- 
able, 178, or 36 per cent, are engaged 
in educational work, including twenty- 
three of professional rank in animal 
husbandry or dairying and thirteen in- 
structors or assistants in animal hus- 
pandry or dairying in agricultural 
colleges, seventeen livestock exten- 
sion workers, and eight in the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
The remainder of the 178 include pro- 
fessors, instructors and agricultural 
extension workers in subjects other 
than animal husbandry or dairying, a 
great many vocational or general high 
school teachers, and 45 county agri-- 
cultural agents. 

Practical farming has claimed 167 
or 34 per cent of the total whose occu- 
pations are known. Of these, fifty- 
five are dairy farmers and breeders of 
dairy cattle, nineteen are dairy farm 
managers, seventeen are herdsmen, 
three are managing farms other than 
dairy farms, and seventy-three are en- 
gaged in general farming. 

Twelve are in public service work. 
One of these is a British Government 
Agent, two are missionaries, and 
three are in the United States Army 
and Navy. One has. been ‘highly 
honored by election to the presidency 
of Latvia, one of the countries formed 
since the war from a portion of 
European Russia. 

There are in addition, seven cream- 
ery managers, eight in general cream- 
ery work, three in the dairy-supply 
business, five in the ice-cream busi- 
ness, eight in the retail milk business, 
four dairy inspectors, one State dairy 
association secretary, and several who 
have gained considerable prominence 
in editorial and other branches of 
agricultural work. It is a significant 
fact that the president of one and the,

eed associations, as well as one 
association ifieldman, are former con- 


testants. 
The contest is an educational 
feature designed to create more 


interest in dairying, by bringing to 
the attention of agricultural students 
the value of training in judging dairy 
cattle, stimulating competition among 
students within an institution as well 
as among different institutions, and 
assisting in standardizing the teach- 
ing of dairy cattle judging in the 
colleges, and the judging-in the show 
rings of the country. The contest is 
sponsored by the American Dairy 
Science Association and is governed 


by rules formulated by one of its com- 
mittee. It is conducted for the Na- 
tional Dairy Association as a part of 
its Annual Exposition, by the Bureau 
of Dairying, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

One of the attractive features of 
these contests is the annual banquet 
of the American Dairy Science Asso- 
ciation, which is attended by the lead- 
ers in the dairy industry and by 
nearly all of the contestants. At this 
banquet the results df both the dairy 
cattle and the dairy products judging 
contests are announced, the prizes 
and trophies are awarded by the 
donors and the contestants are given 
an opportunity to become acquainted 
with the leading lights in the dairy 
industry. 

Announcement of the seventeenth 
annual contest, which is to be held at 
the National Dairy Exposition in 
Indianapolis on October 10th, has just 
been made. A poster announcing the 
contest has been sent to all the agrti- 
cultural colleges and the rules have 
been sent out by Mr. W. W. Swett, 
Bureau of Dairying, Washington, D. 
C., who is Superintendent of the con- 
test. Last year 24 colleges sent 
teams and it is believed that the entry 
this year will be even larger because 
of the recognized worth of the event 
as a dairy educational factor. 





TRAINING SCHOOL FOR COUNTY 
FAIR JUDGES AT OHIO STATE 


More than two hundred men at- 
tended the judges’ training school 
held at the Ohio State University last 
year. Beef cattle and hogs were 
placed and type and other factors in- 
fluencing ratings were discussed. 
This school was so well supported by 
both judges and breeders that it was 
thought advisable to hold one this 
year on July 22 and 23 for discussions 
and placings of dairy cattle and sheep. 

The purpose of the school is to 
standardize as much as possible the 
work of county fair judges by giving 
them a better conception of the type 





sought by the best breeders and thus 
do away, to a great extent, with the 
diversity so often seen’ when two 
equally well-known judges -place ani- 
mals in the same competition. , 

The several breed associations 
have sanctioned and are cooperating 
with the extension department of the 
University in this work. They have 
appointed representative breeders 
who will give instruction in the most 
desirable type to be selected in judg- 
ing their respective breeds. 

The first day of the school will be 
devoted to dairy catle, Holsteins, 
Ayrshires, Jerseys and Guernseys will 
be judged. On the second day South- 
downs and Shropshires will be used 
in the morning and A. B., and C. type 
Merinos in the afternoon. 





DEMAND FOR DAIRY 
SIRES IN GERMANY 

A good market in Germany for 
American Holstein dairy sires of good 
milk production ancestry is reportea 
by William A. Schoenfeld, Agriculture 
Commissioner representing the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 
Berlin. 

There were 18,400,000 cows in Ger- 
many before the war but in 1924 there 
were only 17,200,000. This reduction 
in cows, coincident with an increased 
demand for dairy products, resulted 
in imports of 118,000,000 pounds of 
butter and 95,000,000 pounds of cheese 
in 1924 as compared with pre-war im- 
ports of 111,000,000 pounds of butter 
and 47,000,000 pounds of cheese. There 
has also been a considerable increase 
in imports of fresh and condensed 
milk. 

Germany-is endeavoring to meet the 
increased demand for dairy products 
by restoring her dairy industry, and 
is looking to America for good breed- 
ing stock.

The Holstein show season got a 
very fine start here on June 10, both 
as to numbers and quality. The prin- 
cipal winners were D. A. McPhee, 
Vankleek Hill, Ontario; Raymondale 
Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, and Mount 
Victoria Farm at Hudson Heights, 
Que. McPhee and Raymondale each 
won the same number of firsts—six, 
in the individual classes but McPhee 
was able to take top honors in all 
six of the group classes.

The Committee on Prizes at Fairs 
again presents for the consideration 
of breeders its schedule of Special 
Prizes at Fairs and various important 
exhibitions in this country. The total 
amount so offered exceeds $21,000. It 
is to be hoped that exhibitors in all 
sections will take advantage of this 
liberal opportunity to cooperate with 
the work of the Association by mak- 
ing their exhibits as full and complete 
and of as high quality as possible. ; 

The conditions of these offers are: 

First, That all animals must be 
registered before exhibition, that they 
must also stand on our records in the 
name of the exhibitor. A transfer of 
ewnership for the purpose of exhibit- 
ing will débar an animal and operate 
against the payment of prizes offered 
by the Association. 

Second, the awards must be placed 
by one of the official judges of the As- 
sociation. Judges are instructed to 
award no prize except where the 
animals are strictly first-class and 
merit the award. : 

Third, the Judge or the superintend-; 
ent of dairy cattle shall examine the 
certificates of registry and transfer to 
see that the provisions of the first re- 
quirement have been complied with. 

Fourth, the Association’s share of 
the prizes will be paid direct from the 
Secretary’s office and not by the fair 
management. 

Fifth, all animals over six months 
old must have been tested for tuber- 
culosis within six months by a duly 
accredited Federal or State veterinar- 
ian. The certificate showing freedom 
from this disease must be exhibited to 
the fair authorities. Grounds and 
barns must be disinfected in accord- 
ance with Federal or State require- 
ments. 

Sixth, a report of the awards shall 
be made on a special blank furnished 
by the Secretary of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, with- 
in sixty days of the close of the fair, 
otherwise the awards will not be paid. 

In the case of state herds where 
five herds are required to fill the 
class, if three herds are shown, third, 
fourth, and fifth money shall be paid, 
but the Judge is instructed to award 
first, second, and third prizes if the 
herds are meritorious.

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CONCERNING COUNTESS ABBE-under three-time milking conditions 


KERK HIEMKE 


All of our readers doubtless noticed 
the beautiful cow whose picture ap- 
peared on the cover of our June 13 
issue. In connection with the descrip- 
tion of that great test, it was stated 
by us that her production of 1,101 Ibs. 
fat from 30,443 lbs. milk, established 
a new world’s record for both milk 
and fat on _ threetime milking. 
Further research discloses the fact 
that we covered too much territory in 
this claim. The record is the highest 
on three-time milking for both milk 
and fat for the Dominion of Canada, 
is the highest for the Holstein-Frie- 
sian breed for milk and fat under 
these conditions in North America 
and is the highest for milk production 
of any breed in North America. We 
are advised, however, by the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club that their 
breed champion, Countess Prue, with 
a record of 1,103.3 Ibs. fat, made her 
record on straight three-times-a-day 
milking from the beginning. In order 
to find the real world’s champion, 


however, it is necessary to go to New 
Zealand and to consider the record of 
the Friesian cow, Alcartra Clothilde 
Pietje, her record being 31,312.5 Ibs. 
milk, 1,145.24 lbs. fat. 


The following letter from the 
owner of Countess Abbekerk Hiemke, 
Mr. J. Walter Jones, of Bunbury 
Farm, Charlottetown, Prince Edward 
Island, is of interest: 


“T do not consider that my cow had 
a real test last year. She made as a 
junior four-year-old, 1,032.5 lbs. and 
carried twin calves 234 days. When 
these arrived we decided to milk her 
as the rest of the herd is milked, but 
kept her on test like the rest. It was 
five months later when I recognized 
that she was going along pretty well, 
and then we gave her more particular 
attention. 

“She had no alfalfa hay, no corn 
silage, no beet meal until her last 
month, was not in a box stall, was out 
daily in all weather with the herd and 
during her test carried a calf (or 
calves) 133 days. At present time,

“We are planning to run her next | 


year as she should be near her prime 
at six years, and give her a real 
chance on four milkings a day. Prob- 
ably we can increase her record 10 
to 15 per cent without injury to the 
cow. It is likely that we shall try for 
the 305-day record, as our other breed 
associations want us to show them a 
lead in that class. 

“T am sure Mr. Yates has a wonder- 
ful herd. He bought from Alf Hulet 
and he was a most competent Hol- 
steim man. I owe him much myself. 
His old cow, Pauline Colantha Posch,. 
was the greatest’ foundation cow I 
know of. His bull, Prince Colanthus 
Abbekerk, left a mighty impression. 
Mr. Yatés, Mr. Macauley and myself 
have more of his blood lines than any- 
one. I have yearlings even now carry- 
ing 50 per cent of the blood of Hulet’s 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk. It was 
a lucky day for Mr. Yates when he 
bought Count Paul Posch at Chicago 
from Mr. Hulet. It is an unlucky day 
when Mr. Hulet’s abilities are lost to 
the Holstein breed.” 

Mr. Jones advises further that he 
has recently disposed of the yearling 
son of Countess to Milligan and Morri- 
son, the big fox farmers, who have re- 
cently erected a $15,000 barn for a 
herd of Holsteins. Mr. Jones retained 
the use of this bull for his own herd. 


He advises further that if human. con- . 


ditions on his farm permit, he expects 
to exhibit Countess at some of the 
good shows this fall.

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Ohio Maudine Ormsby Breaks Three 


World’s 


Ohio Maudine Ormsby, bred and 
dwned by the Ohio College of Agricul- 


ture, is once more in the lime light’ 


as she breaks the world’s thirty-day 
milk and fat records for senior two- 
year-old heifers. Freshening with her 
second calf, this heifer produced : in 
thirty days 3, 140.9 lbs. milk and 116.73 
Ibs. fat equivalent to 145.91 Ibs. 
butter. In so doing she displaces the 
previous butter record of 142. 28 Ibs. 
held by Williamsvale Pontiac, owned 
by Dr. M. W. Locke, Williamsburg, 
Ont. Her milk record also displaced 
that of Eco-Sylv Mechthilde, (740.4 
Ibs.), owned by A. S. Deysher of Read- 
ing, Pa. 

In addition to these good thirty-day 
records, Ohio Maudine Ormsby broke 
the world’s 7-day milk record with 
744.5 Ibs. and made the second high- 
est 7-day butter record in the United 
States with 35.82 lbs. A still higher 
milk record of 772.7 lbs. milk with 
33.51 Ibs. butter was made. On May 
26th she established a high mark with 
114 Ibs. milk. At present this heifer 
is being continued on _ semi-official 
work, and judging from her previous 
lactation, should make an unusually 
good yearly record. 

The recent records of Ohio Maudine 
Ormsby are most unusual when one 
considers that just six weeks before 
freshening she completed a year’s rec- 
‘ord of 22,049 Ibs. milk and 977.8 lbs. 
butter, that broke the Ohio record 
that had stood for some twelve years. 
In addition she qualified for a 305-day 
record with 19,404 Ibs. milk and 852.5 
Ibs. butter, which is the second high- 
est junior two-year-old record.- 

These records were started at the 
tender age of 21 months, and gave 
this heifer the distinction of being

the youngest heifer in the world of 
any breed to make such phenomonal 
records. That she came through this 
first year with no injuries is proven 
by the husky big 94-pound calf that 
she dropped, and the fact that she 
did not miss a feed or have a single 
sub-normal milking since calving.

Ohio Maudine Ormsby was fed a 
grain ration of equal parts, oats, bran, 
cottonseed meal, linseed oil meal, 
gluten, and brewers grains, together 
with 12 pounds of beet pulp, bright 
green alfalfa hay, sliced beets and a 
mineral supplement. Six hours on 
pasture each morning, and an even- 
ing in a grass paddock are also pro- 
vided. 

The new champion is a daughter 
of Ohio State’s senior sire, Ormsby 
Pietje Mercedes, who was Grand 
Champion at Ohio State Fair in 1921 
and who is a son of the Loeb Farms 
bull, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
40th, from a 949-lb. granddaughter of 
Prince Hengerveld Pietje.

Day County Dairymen “Keep Tab” on 

Cows 

Day County has the oldest cow test- 
ing association in South Dakota. This 
organization of dairymen have en- 
tered their third year of “keeping 
tab” on their herds, and a compatri- 
son of their recent reports with those 
of previous years reveals some strik- 
ing proof of the value of eliminating 
guesswork from dairying by knowing 
the production of each cow. 

For the month of March, 1923, 
which was just after the association 
started operating, the average produc- 
tion per cow was 20.98 for the month. 
For the same month in 1924 the cows 
of this association averaged 23.30 
pounds Of butterfat, an increase of 
2.32 pounds per month. The differ- 
ence after two years of testing is even 
greater. In March, 1925, the cows 
of this association averaged 25.93 
pounds of butterfat. This is an in- 
crease of practically 5 pounds per 
cow over the two-year period. There 
are about 300 cows in ‘the associa- 
tion so this means an increase of 
about 1500 pounds of butterfat with a 
value of approximately $600. This 
proportionate increase has held. true 
for most of the past year showing 
that the value of testing runs on into 
the second, third and fourth years 
if it is continued.

constant cr gaining weight during 
summer by feeding silage. 

2. Corn silage will maintain the 
milk and butterfat production through 
the summer season. 

3. The increase in milk and butter- 
fat did not entirely offset the addi- 
tional feed and labor cost, but the im- 
proved physical condition of the cows 
which better prepared them for their 
succeeding lactations, seems to justify 
this method of supplementary feeding 
and indicates that it should be much 
more commonly practiced. 


Alfalfa and Sweet Clover Hays 
The Dairy Husbandry Section com- 
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pleted a 90-day feeding trial with five 
cows to determine the comparative 


value of alfalfa and sweet clover 


hays. 
The sweet clover, sown in the 
spring, was cut in October. It was 


not coarse, which so often is true of 
sweet clover hay, and it was well 
cured. The alfalfa hay was quite 
similar in quality to the sweet clover. 
A criticism sometimes made against 
sweet clover is that it is not palatable 
to livestock. No such objection was 
noted in this trial. Even though none 
of the cows had ever eaten sweet 
clover hay before, they consumed it 
in as large amounts and with as much 
relish as they did the alfalfa. 
- The results of this trial indicate 
that sweet clover and alfalfa hay are 
of -equal value for dairy cows. The

The Value and Economy of Oilmeaj 

In the second trial to determine 
when it is advisable to use oilmea] 
five Guernsey and Jersey cows, giving 
about 25 pounds of milk daily, were 
used. 

Silage, alfalfa hay, corn and oats 
were used as a basis. The graing 
were mixed in equal parts by weight, 
During 40 days of the trial oilmea? 
was added to the corn and oats and 
the three concentrates were fed ip 
equal parts by weight. The results of 
the trial indicate that the lack of oj}, 
meal caused a decrease in production 
of nine per cent in milk and four per 
cent in fat. However, the total feed 
cost was 21 per cent less when the 
oilmeal was omitted and the returns 
over feed cost were four per cent 
greater. From the standpoint of pro- 
duction alone, this trial seems to 
show that when cows are receiving 
alfalfa, with its high protein content, 
and are producing no more than 25 
pounds of milk, oilmeal should not 
comprise one-third of the grain ration, 
However, during the 40 days the cows 
were not receiving oilmeal, they lost 
three per cent in weight. If this 
rate of loss had progressed many 
months it would have resulted seri- 
ously so that the oilmeal even though 
it did not appear profitable during the 
40-day trial, possibly has a residual 
effect that is desirable in maintaining 
the condition and health of the cows 
and their continued production.

PROSPECTS GOOD FOR 
VETERINARY STUDENTS 


“Prospects were never better for 
boys planning to enter the profession 
of veterinary medicine,” says Dr. V. 
A. Moore, of the New York State 
Veterinary College at Ithaca 

For at least four years, there will 
be no increase in the number of men 
entering the profession, and Dr. 
Moore shows this by referring to 
figures compiled by Dean D. S. White 
of the veterinary college at Ohio 
State University, Columbus, Ohio. 
The same table also shows that the 
number of animals requiring veteri- 
nary attention has been increasing 
for the past four years, at the same 
time the number of veterinarians has 
been slowly falling off. 

The number of veterinary students 
has decreased to twenty-one per cent 
of what it was in 1914, before the war, 
and the number of animals has shown 
a slight increase. In other words says 
Dr. Moore, here is a profession at 
once lucrative and offering an unex- 
celled opportunity for public service, 
with little competition. 

“There is no other business,” says 
Dr. Moore, “comprising a _ larger 
variety of activities from which the
